After pointing out that the south 
has suffered severely for lack of ships 
to carry her produce across the seas 
during the -present 
European war, 
Secretary Daniels said: 
. "The south cannot raise cotton.and 
tobacco tt America is not to main- 
tain a merchant marine for lie bulk 
of .these crops, must. find, their market 
abroad. But alone with the merchant 
marine goes an adequate navy. It is 
written in the stars that America is 
to have the former and therefore a 
strong flrst line' of defense is indis- 
pensable in the shape of a well-pro- 
portioned arid adequate navy. 
The 
latter is assured in the present five- 
year program, if the sixty-fourth con- 
gress endorses the project so earnest- 
ly approved by the ^resident in his 
recent address to congress."

In reviewing the south's intimate

Secretary Daniels recalled that many 
of the great geniuses of both Revolu- 
tionaiy and Civil wars, were south- 
ern men.
